Lakes of petroleum exist at Balak- 


hani, in the district of Baku, cm the Cas- 
pian sea. A traveler on his first visM 
to these regions is astonished to see 
these dark-looking, almost inimitably 
lakes, and still more surprised when M 
learns that these lakes are 'filled, no1 
with water, but with petroleum. Xh« 
whole soil around Baku is impregnated 
with petroleum, which now and again 
bursts forth in great fountains. One 
tapped in- September, 1896, began to 
spout oil with extraordinary force, del- 
uging the vthole district, Nothing could 
be done to stop the outflow, which on 
the eighth day had reached a daily rate 
at 11,OOO tons, or more than the entire 
product of the world at that time An- 
other gigantic fountain burst out In 
March, 1887, rising to a height of 350 
feet, and, after forming an extensive 
petroleum lake, forced itself into tb.4 
sea. The "Pitch lake of Trinidad" ia 
<he largest deposit of solid or semi- 
solid bitumen known. It has an area 
of 11,467 acres. The surface is not 
level, but is composed of spherical, poly- 
gonal and mushroom-like masses. The 
softer parts of the lake constantly 
evolve gas. It was from Trinidad as- 
phalt that Mr. Gesney first prepared 
kerosene by distillation.—Chicago Intel

In the consideration rf the present tariff 
bill the interest, at the consumer havenot 
been taken U*> account, ^ause their 
welfare doe* not enter into the delusive ^^ ^ _ 
schema* of a protective tariff theory. Well, senators vo 
perhaps, tbls paper would be willing to in(lnstl.le9. 
admit that the free trade or "revenue 
only" tariff people consider the consumer. 
Under a protective tariff In 1892 every 
man who wanted to work could get It at 
the highest wages ever paid In thU or any 
other country for labor. Every roan who 
'had a Job was a consumer of the products 
of the mill, the store and the farm. The 
free trader said the tariff was a tax paid 
by the consumer that the tariff had noth- 
ing to do with the price of labor or the 
price ot farm produce. On tbls proposi- 
tion the free tarders carried the country. 
Men who had gooa jobs and steady em- 
ployment voted to rid themselves of this 
"tax" ai the free tarders called It They 
did not propose to be deceived any longer 
by tba protectionists. When 
the free 


traders came Into^power with their ftee 
trade threats and their" professions ol love 
for the consumer seven million American 
workingmen lost their jobs ag the result 
and they ceased to be consumers, the price 
of farm products declined and there was 
idleness, want and depression everywhere 
continued for four long years.

ployed, cannot be a consumer when un- 
employed. Free trade makes beggars of 
American consumers. Protection gives 
them employment and makes them con- 
sumers.

THE KING DROVE THE SPIKES. 
^eir Slatne»e Rail road Openefl TfUfc 


Much Ceremony. 


Before starting on his European 


tour the king of Siam performed the 
ceremonj of opening the first section 
of the Korat railw ay, which has recent- 
|j teen completed between Bangkok 
and A}u1hia. 
As Prince Bidyalabh, 


minister of works, explained in his ad- 
dresa to the king, some Dine years ago 
au agreement -with an English firm of 
contractors was made for surveying 
and preparing plans and estimates for 
the construction of railway lines be- 
tween Bangkok and the north provinces 
oi the kingdom, and between Bangkok 
and the Mekong valley to the east, tak- 
ing Korat, -the old Magara Bajasima, as 
the preliminary terminus of the east- 
ern branc-h. The first sod of the Korat 
railway ivas cut by the king In March, 
Isi2, and the first section—that is, as 
far as Avuthia—measures about 4% 
miles. The opening of this section by 
tbe king and queen was made the occa- 
sion of much pomp and ceremony. 
Bangkok was crowded, and there was a 
lavish display of decorations. 


On their arrival at the Bangkok ter- 


minus the king and queen proceeded to 
the royal pa\ ihon w hich had been erect- 
ed. There the king lit the candles on 
tbe altar, and having bowed to the 
pnesti proceeded to the rails to fit tho 
spikes and bolts. As his majesty be- 
gan ito drive the spikes the priests 
chanted the prayers usually recited at 
state ceremonies. The king drove in 
tno spikes and fastened bolts at the 
end of the rails, using for the purpose a 
gold hummer v, ith an ivory handle and 
6 gold spanner with a handle covered 
•nth lelvet. The queen then went to 
tbe other end of the rail, and was also 
ianded a set of implements, which she 
Med. The royal party returned to the 
pauhon, where addresses were deliv- 
ered Afterwards the whole court and 
obout a hundred guests went by train 
to Bangpum, where lunch was served 
on the platform, and thenca to Ayuthia,
